BURIED IN WESTSIDE

‘Death of Prominent Lawyer
. Legislator, Citizen Occurred
Wednesday.

WAS ILL FOR MANY WEEKS

Mr. Hough’s Health for Past
Several Years Had Been
Bad Though Improved at
Times.

The death of State Senator W. C
Hough oceurred at his home on
North Catawba street in this city
Wednesday morning after an illness
of several weeks. His health had
been bad for several years, though
at times improved and gave him
hope of ultimate recovery. Recently
he went to a hospital in Rock Hill
for treatment but this falled to re-
store him and he continually grew
worse until the end came and re-
lieved him.

William Clifton Hough was a son
of the late Major M. J. Hough. He
was born ‘in  Chesterfield county
fifty-one years ago and the greater
part of his life was spent in Lan-
caster and Chesterfield counties,
Mr. Hough was a lawyer and prac-
ticed in this eity for * number of
years, though”for several years past
he has not followed his profession,
part of his time being spent on his
farm near the city, and since his
health began to give way he has
spent a great deal of his time In an
attempt to restore it.

At the time of his death he was a
member from Lancaster county of
the state senate, having been elected
to the office last year. He was also
a member of the state senate for
several terms about ten or fifteen
years ago. In 1904 he was married
to Mrs., Maud M., Ganson, of this
city, who with five children, survive
him. The children are Willlam
Hough, Jr,, Mary Hough, Frank
Hough, Esther Hough and James
Hough.

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RETURN WIRES TO
OWNERS AT ONCE

Burleson Issues Order for Gov-
ernment Relinquishment
of Wire Systems.

TELEGRAPHERS ON STRIKE,

Postmaster-General Forbids Dis-
charge of Men Because of

Union Affiliation — Maintain
Present Ratess

Washington, June 6.—Postmaster
General Durlegon today fssued an
order returning the telephone and
telegraph systems of the cuuntli to
private ownership, effective imiffedi-
ately. .

In a statement accompanying the
formal order, the postmaster gener-
al declared that the existing rates
would remain in effect and that or-
ders forbidding discharge of em-
ployes because of union affiliations
also would stand. !

“The President having recommend
ed the return of the wire systems
and the control of the owning com-
panies with certain legislation des
tined to stabilize their operation.’
Mr. Burleson said, “and the senate
committee having taken action look-
ing to their immedi return, and
the house committeatlla hearings
on the proposed leg tion having
indicated concurrence in the suggest-
ed immediate return with or without
legislation so recommended, I feel it
my duty to now return the actual
control of operations to the com-
panies,’

“Some days ago I directed the nec-
essary orders to be prepared to ac-
complish this and have today issued
same. These orders do not affect
questions of rates and finance with
which the congress may determine to
deal. The rates now in force and the
financial relations between the goy-
ernment and the companies, and the
order of October 2, 1918, prohibit-
ing diserimination beecause of ugjon
